but his eXample abundantly proves his dis- 
approbation of prayers made merely to be 
seen, or for the sake of form. And he 
seems never to have omitted an occasion 
where he perceived cither, without repro- 
hating it in the strongest terms,

It is not difficult to conjecture why they 
wished to be scen—it was that those who 
saw them might be impressed with great 
respect afd reverence, as well as satisfied 
of their great zeal for religion and godli- 
ness. And they mace pretences of these 
things—from sinister chjects—they would 
in consequence obtain an upper seat in 
the synagogue, a more distinguished place
